Students in make-up posed as in- 
jured victims and were "processed" 
through triage at the NYH Emer- 
gency Room. The muscular-skeletal 
problems were sent to HSS where 
the Clinic Area was re-organized 
for treatment. All unassigned 
employees and physicians report- 
ed to the Personnel Pool located 
at the Clinic Desk, where they 
assisted as needed. 


Drills are held twice each year 
as required by The Joint Commis- 
sion on Hospital Accreditation. 


At the critique held after the 
Drill, Dr. William Arnold, Chair- 
man of the Mass Casualty Committee, 
complemented the staff on their 
alert response and full coopera-

CARE PROGRAM 


Effective July 1, 1973 all regular employees with six months of service 
will be eligible to participate in our new Dental Care Program. 


Free to employees and their families it will reimburse 70% of usual and 
customary fees for basic dental care services. We are still awaiting 
descriptive booklets on the plan but in general it will cover: oral ex- 
aminations, x-rays, prophylaxis, repair of dentures, fillings of silver 
amalgam, simple extractions, and endodontics--root canal treatment. 


During this early period in our new plan, employees, regrettably, may 
experience some difficulty with reimbursement from Blue Shield. To 
alleviate this problem we suggest that you pick up reimbursement forms 
from Personnel before you go to the dentist and use our group identifi- 
cation number, 197240P, on all claim forms. If you have any questions 
regarding the Plan please feel free to call Mrs. Smith in Personnel, 
exter uc. 
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
